The debt less cash in Treasury and cash due from. Chatham 
and Ossipee, is $51,080 07, and the reduction of the debt for 
the year is $9,260.25. 

The $200 00 reported due the county in 1889 from fines and 
costs is still due and is now non-collectible as the party owing 
the most of it is now dead. Consequently we drop it from the 
list of assetts. é 

There has been laid out at the County Jail and Alms house, 
agreeable to a vote of the county delegation as suggested by 
Dr. Irving A. Watson of the State Board of Health, $1,038 66 
which makes a much needed improvement. 

The change in the law at the last session of the Legislature 
relative to the settlement of paupers threw a very heavy bur- 
den upon the county. There were established upon the county 
under the above law within a very few weeks, paupers which 
were costing the several towns in the county: rising $200 00 
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per month at the time the law came into effect (Aug. 14, 1889) 
which has somewhat increased the expenses both in support of 
the paupers and services of County Commissioners. The 
County Alms house has been for the past year, as for five 
years last past, under the efficient Superintendence of Mr. and 


Mrs. Jacob Manson very much to the credit of the county and.
